Frankfort, Ky., June 7.—-[Special.]— 
The Court of Appeals this afternoon, 
the full bench, with the exception of 
Judge CantrlU. sitting, heard argu¬ 
ments of counsel on the petition filed 
by Judge A. E. Richards, the City At¬ 
torney of Louisville, for Mayor Barth, 
of that city, for a writ of mandamus to 
compel Judge John McClann, of the 
Pollco Court, to re-docket the Sunday 
closing cases, which ho dismissed laat 
week on the ground of unconstitution¬ 
ally of Section 1303 of the Kentucky 
Statutes, under which the prosecutions 
were Instituted. The court took the 
matter under submission. 

The record, as mado up of the peti¬ 
tion and response and briefs, filed to¬ 
day by petitioner and respondent, will 
be sent out to the court In consultation 
to-morrow morning. It will be allotted 
to a member of th© court for Investiga¬ 
tion and to preparo an opinion. A 
special session would be necessary to 
dispose of the caso on Saturday, and 
It Is not thought this will bo held, but 
that the decision will be announced 
next week before the April term of 
court comes to a close. The court will 
adjourn for the term on Wednesday 
next, and If the decision Is withheld un¬ 
til next week. Louis vill- very probably 
will remain with "the lid on" next Sun¬ 
day, pending disposition of the petition. 

The argument on the petition and mo¬ 
tion warn made by City Attorney Rich¬ 
ards. by Duvld W. Baird and by Alex¬ 
ander H imphrey. Mr. Baird appeared 
for Judg*<? McCann and the other at¬ 
torneys for Mayor Barth. The argu¬ 
ment continued for about two hours. 
Judge Richards leading off In & speech 
of twenty-five minutes, followed by 
Mr. Baird, w*ho spoke for about an 
hour, and Judge Humphreys, who 
closed In forty minutes.

How To Reach Higher Court. 

Judge Richards devoted his Ume to 
a discussion of the opinion delivered 
by Judge McCann, and to the adoption 
by the Legislature of the laww. un¬ 
der which the Sunday closing Is being 
prosecuted and through w’hlch he now* 
hopes to reach the inferior tribunal, 
through the Appellate Court. Judge 
Barker and Paynter Interrupted sev¬ 
eral times for the purpose of asking 
If an appeal could not be taken to the 
Circuit Court and If the grand Jury 
cannot Indict the offenders and they 
be gotten at in that way. To the first 
question the attorney responded that 
the code provides no appeal to the 
Commonwealth In such cases and that 
the latter method suggested would 
never accomplish anything. 

Mr. Baird argued that the court here 

no Jurisdiction to Issue the writ 
sought, devoting his entire time to 
citing cases and making argument In 
support of that contention. Judge 
Humphrey Insisted. In argument, that 
the Appellate court act under Sec¬ 
tion HO of the Constitution applied. 
Instead of the code of practice, and 
Insisted that this court may Interfere 
if the remedy by appeal, as in this 
case. Is not entirely adequate. He said 
he thought Judge McCann’s judgment 
was governed by the fact that there 
Is no appeal. 

• • • 

Judge Richards’ Argument 

In opening the nrgument before the 
court. City Attorney Richards present¬ 
ed to the court five propositions for its 
consideration, as follows: First, see¬ 


the right of appeal from the rulings 
of the Police Judge, the attorney 
pointed out the law providing that the 
Commonwealth shall have no appeal in 
such cases. Asked by Judge Paynur if 
the matter could not be taken before 
the grand Jury of the county, the at¬ 
torney pointed out the methods which 
would have to be employed to get a 
single case before the grand Jury. 
Asked by Judge Barker If the police 
could not go ahead and RrreaK. offend¬ 
ers the second time regardless of the 
ruling of Judge HcCanB, he told of 
threats made against policemen to pro¬ 
ceed against them on their official 
bonds If they attempted to make such 
arrests. Asked by Judge Barker if, 
had McCann’s ruling been the reverse 
of what It was. the defendants could 
have come here as has the city through 
the Mayor, the attorney said that he 
believed they could have done so. and 
Judge Humphrey expressed the same 
opinion. He spoke less than thirty min¬ 
uets, giving the remainder of the time 
oiloted to him to Judge Humphrey. 

• • • 

Only Jurisdiction Discussed. 

Mr. Baird followed. In part he said: 
"I shall consider only the question of 
the Jurisdiction of this court. It Is now 
too well established to be longer the 
subject of dispute that a court of mere¬ 
ly appellate Jurisdiction may correct 
errors only by virtue of those proceed¬ 
ings which In the course of the common 
law bring before It the parties to bo af¬ 
fected, and the record to be corrected. 
A w'rlt of mandamus is not an appellate 
but an original writ, and may ne\er 
be used In the exercise of merely ap¬ 
pellate jurisdiction except In aid of a 
case on appeal, or where necessary to 
enable the court to exercise Its appel¬ 
late Jurisdiction. The Court of Appeals 
of this State has never In the history 
of tho Commonwealth been grunted

Indianapolis. June 7.—[Special.]—Wil¬ 
liam Jennings Bryan has received tho 
Indorsement of the Indiana Democrats 
for President In 1908 and It was given 
without grudging and In a burst of en 
thusloan: whose counterpart has rarely 
been witnessed in Indiana. Tho con¬ 
vention that thus named him as the 
choice of the party two years hence 
was composed In part or men who eith¬ 
er stood aloof in 1896 or fought Bryan 
openly In their newspapers and on the 
stump, and It was a noticeable evi¬ 
dence of the great change In senti¬ 
ment when many of these men vied 
with tho old leaders of the free sli¬ 
ver Democracy In cheering the name 
w'hlch ten years ago they mentioned 
only In derision. 

The name of the Nebraskan was on 
the tongue of every speaker and In the 
mind apparently of every delegate. It 
was known that a resolution of 
indorsement was coming and hun¬ 
dreds of delegates listened In¬ 
tently for the first word that the 
chairman of the Platform Committee 
should utter. There had been appIk use 
of a generous nature wnen permanent 
Chairman Shively referred to Bryan, 
and when a delegate incidentally re¬ 
ferred to him there was another out¬ 
burst of enthusiasm, but when the reso¬ 
lution of Indorsement was read the 
delegates rose to their feet and cheer 
after cheer resounded through the hall. 

Then the men and women In the bal¬ 
conies and on the stage took It up and 
hats and handkerchiefs were waved 
and more than a thousand voices joined 
in the applause. For fully five minutes 
tho reader stood before the audience 
unable to proceed with the platform, 
ao earnest were the delegates In voicing 
their approval of the Indorsement of 
Bryan. While the delegates were stilt 
cheering an oil painting of Bryan that 
had been purposely concealed by the 
drapery of the stage was lowered Into 
full view of the delegates. The scene 

that followed was Intensely dramatic.

Seemed To Become Crazed. 

Men threw their hats In the air. 
women waved their handkerchiefs and 
fans, and some of the veterans of the 
party shouted blessings on the man 
who was to lead the Democrats two 
years hence. Several men left their 
seats among the delegates and walked 
up and down the aisles shaking hands 
with every one In token of Joy they felt 
over tho resolution. 

Other planks of the platform called 
forth generous applause und especial¬ 
ly the ono declaring for a two-cent 
railroad fare, and the one pledging the

He saw one of the men 
who had Just finished hls boning walk 
over the dint on the floor to a pile of 
meat on the door, climb onto the pile 
with his feet, knee* and hands, pick 
up a piece and thrvutr it fifteen feet on 
the floor to his bench, and us the din¬ 
ner signal sounded at that time he saw 
men climb upon their tables, get their 
lunches and sit down on their tables 
to oat. This, he said, was directly un¬ 
der the eyes of the superintendent. 

Mr. Neill said the papers heralded 
their arrival In Chicago, nnd their pres¬ 
ence In Lite packing houses was known 
dally. 

When questioned by Representative 
Scott as to what he meant by "the 
odor of decayed meats" in hls report.

Henderson Bar Will Send Petition

Henderson, Ky.. June 7.—[Special.]— 
A petition signed by members of the 
Henderson bar, asking the appointment 
of Judge John Francis Lockett as Dis¬ 
trict Attorney to fill lh«? vacancy 
caused by the deAth of R. D. Hill, will 
be forwarded to President Roosevelt to¬ 
morrow’.

TWO ANNOUNCED CANDIDATES 


Bowling Green. Ky., June 7.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The Republican Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Third Congressional dis¬ 
trict met at the Mansard Hotel this aft¬ 
ernoon and named a time, place and the 
manner of nominating a candidate for 
Congress in opposition to James Rich¬ 
ardson. the Incumbent. It was decided 
to hold county mara conventions on 
July 14. to select delegates to a district 
convention which will be held In this 
city.

COL. YOUNG RAISES THE 

DEAD BY A BRILLIANT EFFORT 


An amuslnm Incident occurred 
Wednesday in the argument before th« 
Railroad Commission on Kentucky rah- 
road rates. 

Tom H*rrh*>n had spnkon four hours 
In the morning. Thomas W. Thomas, 
of Bowling Green, three-quarters of an 
hour, and the afternoon was divided 
between Col. Stone and Col. Bennett 
H. Yourxg. each to have one and three- 
quarters of an hour. 

It was a long session, and when Col. 
Young reached Ills peroration with 
fervent eloquence he vvus attempting 
to rouse up the commission, who, after 
eight hours of listening, looked Just 
a little wearied, bringing to the atten¬ 
tion of the commission the argu¬ 
ment that the L. and N. railroad 
was discriminating against Louisville 
and Western Kentucky by handling 
freight of all kinds on the Ken¬ 
tucky Central division dhd on the 
Lexington brunch at a much h ss 
rate than they Were hauling on the 
main system or the Knoxville division, 
or the Henderson branch, alleged the 
discrimination amounting un the main 
stem to 43 *2-3 per cent.. tuTThe Knox¬ 
ville division to 45 i»er cgm., and on 
the Henderson division to $! per cent., 
and wok proceeding to go after the 
railroads in the most approved style 


for what ho claimed they were doing 
, In Kentucky, and arguing that the 
Legislature itself did not dare pass a 
hiw making such discrimination, and 
even the Congress of the United States 
would not undertake to make such 
differences, when, in the midst of the 
Colonel’s most impassioned oratory, 
there came a sepulchral voice front 
out the gallery of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. where the meeting was be¬ 
ing held, exclaiming. **Oh, hell! don’t 
talk that way." 

Some cltlsen of Frankfort who had 
over - linhllM d had been Hoping 
throughout the day, all unconscious of 
the great Issues which were being dis¬ 
cussed In the hull below, but somehow* 
or other Col. Young's eloquence was too 
much for him. and coming to himself, 
lie made this exclamation, which, of 
course, convulsed the audience w'ith 
laughter. 

Col. Young, however, always quick 
enough on his feet, blandly turned to 
the commission, and waving his hand 
In the nlr. exclaimed: "Gentlemen, the 
dead have come to life again and pro¬ 
test against this outrageous discrim¬ 
ination, and this voice from the tomb 
cries out In rebuke against this un¬ 
justifiable act on the part of the L. 
and N. rallroud.**

Disposition of the Important question 


of the future of the Protective Bu¬ 
reau, which ho* been the main feature 
of nearly every session of the conven¬ 
tion. was made In the report of the 
Committee on the President’s Address. 
This committee ugreed with Mr. Sun- 
stein that the bureau should be amal¬ 
gamated with the association and that 
steps should be taken at once to In¬ 
crease Its efficiency by Increasing it* 
financial support. It was recommend¬ 
ed that a commute of five be appoint¬ 
ed to form a complete plan for the 
accomplishment of both these ends and 
report at the next annual meeting. The 
report of the committee, which was 
adopted by the convention, was as fol¬ 
lows: 

First—We commend the stand of the 
President In regard to the action of the 
Lulled Slates Brewers* Association in 
their claim In reference to beer h*-mg a 
uni pern nee and noulntoxicuting druik. 
and heartily indorse all the President has 
said In Ills message In reference to same. 

Second We trust that there will be a 
thorough revision of the Internal revenue 
laws, us suggested by our President and 
Attorney HougY •»* the present laws are 
antiquated. umtX«-lllgiblo and often open 
to 'misinterpretation. 

Third—-We concur in tho President's 
suggestion as to the necessity of co-up- 
erntton of the several branches uf our 
burin©** In the work of the Executive 
Committee and our attorney at Wash¬ 
ington. We recommend that advisory 
con unit tec* representing the various 
branches and selected from the Booad 
of Control would he the bet: means to ob¬ 
tain this end. 

Fourth—We ure heartily In accord with 
♦ho President's recommendation regarding 
tho amalgamation of the Protective Bu¬ 
reau with this association, and we realize 
that some steps must be taken to In¬ 
crease the financial support, and thereby 
tho efficiency of the Protective Bureau. 
Wc recommend that u committee of five 
bo appointed At this time to report to 
th* next convention a full and complete 
plan for the furtherance of both of these 

C rejects. This puiii shall be submitted 
y this committee to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee In ample time so that th© recom¬ 
mendations of th© latter committee shall 
he presented to the next annual conven¬ 
tion. 

Fifth—Your committee desire*, In the 
strongest language n t Its command, to 
express Its uppnciatLn and the appre¬ 
ciation of the delegates to thl* conven¬ 
tion of the earnest and efficient work 
don* by our President during hls Incum¬ 
bency.

Is difficult Intlrely 
to obliterate.

Wants New Outage Basis. 


Whereas. The present outage allowance 
l* lsifted upon conditions which prevailed 
thirty years ago. when the barrels were 
made to contain about forty-two gallons: 
and. 

Whereas. Th© barrels now used contain 
from forty-eight to fifty gallons, and. 
therefore, th© allowance la Insufficiently 
proportioned to cover the actual lots by 
evaporation; and. 

Whe r eas. The modem system of aging 
whisky necessitates storing In hen ted 
warehouse*, thus still further Increasing 
the evaporation within a given period; 

Be It therefore Resolved, That w© ask 
Congress, ns a mntter of simple Justice, 
to amond th© outag© allowance, basing It 
on the present capacity of the barrels, a* 
commercially used, and taking cognizance 
also of th© Increased evaporation du© to 
th© now prevailing method of uglng whis¬ 
kies In heated warehouse*, thereby re¬ 
lieving th© trade of payment of tax on 
spirit that has evaporated, due to causes 
beyond th© control of the distiller and 
while under the sole control of the Gov¬ 
ernment.

Whereas. Distilled spirits are highly 
volatile, and evaporation practically va¬ 
ries with each package, and from Us 
very nature cannot run uniform; and. 

Whereas. The spirits, when stored In 
bond, are under the sole control of th© 
Government; and. 

Whereas, Experience ha* frequently 
demnnMtratcd In the withdrawal of say 
five barrels of whisky from bond, two 
barrel* may show excessive outage of 
say two gallon* each, two barrels showing 
each two gallon* less than th© Govern¬ 
ment allowance, and the remaining barrel 
the normal outage; and. 

Whereas, The Government ©saris the 
payment of tax on excessive outage, and 
make* no concession for outage 1©** than 
the Government allowance; 

Be It Resolved. That wo request Con¬ 
gress. B9 a matter of Justice, to amend 
the law no a* to average the allowance 
for outage when withdrawn In lots of 
j five barrel* nnd upward, crediting the out- 
1 nge less than normal against tho outage 
that shows excess.

Inspectors For Small Distilleries. 

Mr. Mlda also Introduced a resolu¬ 
tion. as follows: 

Resolved. That wc heartily commend 
th© activity of the Interna) Revenue De¬ 
partment during the Inst y©*j In prose¬ 
cuting offenders in North Carolina, Geor¬ 
gia and Alabama; and be It further 

Resolved, That we recommend to Con¬ 
gress the ©naotment of a law requiring 
each distillery. Irrespective of Its ca¬ 
pacity. to be under the constant super¬ 
vision Of a Federal Inspector, so that 
none of the product can eidape th© pay¬ 
ment of the revenue tax. 

The explanation for this resolution 
was given by Mr. Mlda, In part as fol¬ 
low*: 

"In many of the Southern States, 
notably North Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama, there are hundreds of five 
and ten-bushel distilleries, which, al 
though registered under the laws of 
the United States, are evading the pay¬ 
ment of the revenue tax owing to the 
Impossibility of watching their oper¬ 
ations by the Federal Inspectors allot¬ 
ted for so large an area of territory.'

For Arranging Programmes. 


Many Resolutions. 


Much Interest centered about the re¬ 
port of the Committee on Resolutions, 
including many matters of much Im¬ 
portance to the wholesale dealers and 
distillers. Considerable debate followed 
the reporting of several of the resolu¬ 
tions, but ult were adopted by the con¬ 
vention. Many of them had been adopt¬ 
ed at former conventions and were 
presented for reaffirmation. Among 
these were the following; 

Resolved. That we reaffirm th© resolu¬ 
tion* adopted at former conventions ask¬ 
ing for u reduction of tax on distilled 
spirits. 

Resolved, That we reaffirm th© action 
of the lurt convention on ih© Bure Food 
question, and offer the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Resolved, That th© National Wholesale 
Lquor Dealers' Association of America, 
representing In Its membership all 
branches of the whisky interest, advocates 
th© pur© food principle and recommends 
the passage of a law which ahall pro¬ 
hibit th© sale of any whiskies which con¬ 
tain any poisonous or deleterious sub¬ 
stances whatever, whether added or 
otherwise, but condemn the provision* of 
any Pure Food bill which would tend to 
discriminate against blended whiskl-s In 
favor of what are commercially termed 
straight whiskies, without reference to 
their purity or Impurity. 

Resolved, That we favor an Immediate 
revision of th© Internal revenue laws. 

Kesolvad. That this association urge sn 
amendment to the outage law. so as to 
require that the tax shall In* collected 
onlv on the actual content* of the pack¬ 
age at the tlm© of tax payment. 

Resolved. That we reaffirm the resolu¬ 
tion adopted last year favoring alcohol 
free of tax for use In the arts and In¬ 
dustries. 

Resolved. That the association continue 
to give to State and local organisations 
support nnd encouragement whenever 
possible and consistent. 

Resolved. That th© influence of the as¬ 
sociation for good Among Its membra 
might b© greatly Increased by the adop¬ 
tion of a system of exchange of credit 
information.

Asks Right To Enter Warehouse*. 

The following resolutions, which were 
presented by Wlltlnm Mlda. of Chicago, 
were rend by the secretary, and refer¬ 
red to the Executive Committee and the 
general counsel: 

Whereas, The loaded warehouse of n 
distiller Is completely at th© m©rcy of ti e 
morckeepcr. who can enter whenever he 
sc»s fit or admit whomever be pleases, and 

Whereas, The distiller, who Is held re¬ 
sponsible for nil that g©©§ on within the 
warehouse, is not permitted to enter i*n- 
le*a In th© presence of the storekeeper; 
bo It 

Resolved, That th© Commissioner of in¬ 
ternal R©v©nu© be requested to promul¬ 
gate n regulation whereby the distiller 
and th© storekeeper shall each have a 
key to a nrparate lock to the warehouse, 
and that entry car. b© made only by the 
jo*r.t operation .»f th© two key*, thereby 
giving th© 41** tiler control over h*a own 
goods; at the ©am# ilm© safeguarding th© 
Interests of th© Government by Its rep¬ 
resentative being also present.

To Delay Notico of Seizure. 

Whereas, Owing to the Intricacies of 
tne Internal revenue law* and regulations 
which have gene on Increasing | n com¬ 
plexity since they w«r© originated during 
the- period of th© Civil War, technical 
violations may occur oven to the most 
careful and scrupulous firms without tho 
•lightest detriment to the revenue of the 
department: and 

Whereas. Inspectors gaugers and other 
officials, in rare of such technical viola¬ 
tion*. while detaining the lota pending 
the action of the Commissioner, frequent¬ 
ly ©ommurlcats the matter to the dally 
pr*»*. which Is exploited a* a sensation 


The committee reported a resolution 
In regard to the arrangements of pro¬ 
gramme* for the annual meetings. It 
wan resolved that those In charge of 
the local arrangements at the point 
where the convention is to be held, 
shall confer with the general officers in 
order that the time may be allotted 
so as to provide for the transaction of 
business, as well as for the entertain¬ 
ment of the delegates.

Resolution of Thanks. 


Philadelphia. Juno 7.—N(*w light was 
shed to-day on the motives leading to 
the abolition of freight rebates by tlu? 
railroads when James McCrea, first vice 
president of the Pennsylvania com¬ 
pany, which operates the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad lines west of Pittsburg, 
appeared as a witness before the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission. 

Mr. McCrea expressed himself as fu- 
vomble to publicity In the rating of 
mines and the distribution of cars. He 
surprised the commissioner* and their 
counsel by announcing that for nearly 
two years and up to the time of Presi¬ 
dent Ca*«att's recent departure for 
Europe, tho Board of Directors of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, of which he is 
a member, had boon considering means 
for eliminating tho private car from 
tho lines of tho company. He declared 
the company had concluded that the 
use of these ears was unwise. 

Toward the conclusion of hls testi¬ 
mony. Attorney Glasgow asked Mr. Mc- 
Crca when President Cossett decided 
to stop rebfltffig. 

"Just as soon as ho got control of 
the Pennsylvania railroad; that was In 
1889." said Mr. McCrea. 

"Simultaneously, the community of 
Interest plan wns adopted, was It not?" 
was Mr. Glasgow's next question. 

• « • 

Glad To Abolish It 

Mr. McCrea said he was not certain 
ns to that. He then entered Into a 
length!y explanation of the rebate sys¬ 
tem and declared that the directors of 
other mads were pleased with the Idea 
of abolishing It when the subject was 
brought to their attention. He said 
he thought It questionable If rebating 
would have been voluntarily stopped 
by tho railroads. After replying to 
numerous questions, Mr. McCrea ad¬ 
mitted finally that the rebating stopped 
when the community of Interests plan 
started. He'asserted that the shipper 
was never so fairly treated ns now He 
has stable rat ©a and Is placed In a fair 
position with hls competitors. 

Joseph K. Aiken, chief clerk to A. G. 
Mitchell, superintendent of the Monnn- 
gahrla river division of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad, admitted owning stock 
in numerous coal companies, some of 
which was given to him. while for the 
other shores he paid a privilege price. 
He also testified to having paid to Jos¬ 
eph Boyer, former chief clerk to A. W. 
Gibbs, five cents a ton commission for 
fuel coal which one of hls companies 
furnished to the railroad. It was sim¬ 
ply "a business transaction" he said.

Gross Discrimination. 

8. F. Potter, president of the Donoho* 
Coal and Coke Company, whose opera¬ 
tions are located In Westmoreland 
county, charged that the Pennsylvania 
railroad had practiced gross discrimina¬ 
tion in the distribution of cars to hls 
company. One car n day was hts allot¬ 
ment for seven months, he declared. 
He said also that a detective, sent by 
hls company to determine the rating 
of th© Loyal Hanna mine, had been 
fired upon.

Mr. Murphy On < *Knocking.' , 

"Don't Knock" was the toast which 
was answered by W. M. Murphy, of 
Chicago, who yesterday was re-elected 
first vice president of the association. 
Mr. Murphy spoke. In part, as follows; 

The Scripture say*. "Knock, and It 
shall b«? opened to you." and. following 
that advice, w © must knock thut we may 
enter where good things ar© to be had. 
that we may find and possess something 
that we are looking for. that we need 
and should have. 

We must knock our enemies and the 
tradueer* of our business, who are eter¬ 
nally knocking us. We must knock 
against Injustice to ourselves and to our 
business. We must knock the enemies of 
personal liberty and the authors of un¬ 
fair and unjust laws. Our Interests have 
been attacked, not only by the self-ap- 
polnted reformers, the fanatics, but also 
ny men In kindred lines, who covertly 
knock one branch of the business to gnln 
advantage for another branch. We have 
seen us© made of national and State leg¬ 
islatures to give standing nnd advantage 
to one line to the detriment of another. 
Hence. It 1* not only our privilege, but 
It Is our duty to knock all such hypocricy. 
nil such umaimesH and such Standard 
Oil methods—and to knock them vigor¬ 
ously. 

• • • 

Knocking Sometimes Needed. 

From what I have said. It might seem 
th.it I hud forgotten my text, and was 
arguing In favor of knocking Instead of 
ugalnst It. I admit, of course, that 
knocking 1* not only right at times, but 
absolutely necessary. It is in a re¬ 
stricted sense, therefore, that 1 suggest 
"Don't knock." I refer to the duty 
which w© owe to each other We are 
assailed In many way* and from many 
side*. Let us stand together. We need 
that unity and that fairness to each other 
which means solidarity. The world is 
large The fields for labor are broad. 
There I* room and business for all. Ench 
Is entitled to hi* nwn method* and should 
be tolerated, as long a* he doe* not un¬ 
fairly Interfere with another's right*. 
Therefore, do not knock a rival'* reputa¬ 
tion. hls good*, hls prices, hls method© 
If hi* methrsb* lire Illegal, the United 
Suites Government will take care of 
him properly. Nothing Is gained by the 
knocking of a neighbor In huslncsn rival¬ 
ry. It redounds to the Injury of th© 
knocker sootier or Inter. Wo should not 
devote our time nnd talents to abusing 
©och other's Interests. Our Interest* ar© 
Identical. We should be united in de¬ 
fense of them. This applies not only to 
the wholesale dealers, but also to the 
distillers of all clnsses. to the bottler, 
the brewer, the retail dealer and to all 
Interests connected with the business— 
making money out of It directly or In¬ 
directly. Their united demand# for fair 
treatment would mean something.

Why Prohibitory Laws Fail. 

"Demand nothing that I* not Just nnd 
fair—submit to nothing that is wrong." 
With such a shibboleth, th© united inter¬ 
est* would he heard and llntened to. W© 
do not take a "holler than thou" posi¬ 
tion In the bunlnvsR world. In the*© days 
of astounding graft and fraud In high 
place*—behold those who do—condemned 
before the world. We do not boa*t. but 
our representative house* In this business 
hold honorable position in the commer¬ 
cial and financial world. And why not? 
Our business Is legitimate It prosper* 
upon the moderation of Its s>atrons—not 
upon their excesM-a. Our critics advance 
the opposite theory, but thl* I* an abso¬ 
lutely correct statement, carried to Its 
finality. Every man of sound mind 1* en¬ 
titled to hts want*, ond no person or 
body of persons shall proscribe him— 
hence all sumptuary and prohibitory laws 
have been, and alway* will be. failures. 

When 1 sneak of th© necessity of all 
Interests uniting, I am reminded of a re¬ 
cent attempt, on the port of on© very im¬ 
portant branch of tho business, to locate 
Itself In another ramp—to do some mis¬ 
sionary work with the Salvation Army 
and th© Woman's Temperance Union It 
wns rather an amusing spectacle In one'* 
Imagination to behold th© fat brewer 
wyriklng arm In arm with Mr*. Prohibit, 
of the C. T. t.. Into Kansas or Okla¬ 
homa. In the interest of temperance The 
combination did not take, so Mr Brewer 
returns to the camp of hls friends.

Liw* covering the sale to minors, to 
drunken persons or to known habit uni 
drunkard* ore Just and rlglK, but In th© 
©naotment of such law* greut care should 
be given to prevent unintentional viola¬ 
tion of t hem by the vendor. For Instance, ! 
some young men at eighteen years ap- t 
pear am old u* others at twenty-one. and 
may dccriv© th© vendor ns to their ng**. 
Certainly In siirh case the minor should 
he guilty; Indeed. It would not seem un- 
w|*o to attach some penalty to any minor 
between th© age* of eighteen and twen- 
ty-ono puprimal ng liquors. Proper pro¬ 
tection should al**) b© given the vendor 
against selling any one who may, with¬ 
out the knowledge of th© vendor, be nn 
habitual drunkard. 1 believe that th© 
habitual drunkard should be treated 
either ns a diseased person or a# a crim¬ 
inal. nnd I am sure that If such condi¬ 
tion* were recognized by law. and the law 
rigidly enfivreed. Irrespective of the soda! 
standing of violators, drunkenness would 
be greatly decreased.

Urges Unity of Action* 

In speaking upon the subject "Shoul¬ 
der to Shoulder." James T Mollugh. 
of Cincinnati, called attention to the 
fact that most every conceivable phase 
of that question had been covered by 
addresses delivered before the conven¬ 
tion. He said, however, that the neces¬ 
sity of unity of action nnd working 
shoulder to shoulder could not b© em¬ 
phasized too strongly. He said that the 
various branches of the trade should 
recognize that their Interests In the 
principal part are the same, and that 
they should draw nearer and nearer to 
each other until they are able to strike 
In unison with far more ©ff»*ct than they 
could obtain through dlvkled efforts In 
the same direction. He particularly 
urged the necessity of uniting In tho 
face of a common danger, and sold that 
now when th© business Is being at¬ 
tacked constantly and vigorously by a 
strong enemy, only united action can 
prevail.

P. L. Atherton Speaks. 

Peter Lee Atherton, of Louisville, an¬ 
swered the toast "The Inside As Seen 
By An Outsider." Mr. Atherton able! 
in th© fight mode by the blenders In 
the Kentucky Legislature last winter. 
He spoke from the view of the "out¬ 
sider," but It was evident that he was 
well aware of w'hat was being don© "on 
th© Inside." 

Ho spoke as follows: 

The liquor business must be considered, 
tf we are to fully understand Its rela¬ 
tion to human offttlrs, from three stand¬ 
points: th© economic, tho social and th© 
moral. This I* not the time for any long 
economic statements, much less for any 
army of statistic*. But it I* well to recall 
that there I* probably more money In¬ 
vented In liquor* of various kind* In first 
bands than In any other commodity. 
Thl* means employment for a vast num¬ 
ber of workmen and a demand for a vast 
amount of raw material of many different 
kinds. This great Industry reach©* Into 
the coal and Iron min©*. Into the oak and 
pin© and cottonwood forest*. Into th© corn 
ami rye ond hop nnd barley field*. Into 
the bottle factories and the rolling mill*, 
and Into many other Interest*. It fur¬ 
nishes nn Immense tonnage to railroad*, 
mu'h of which Is high-class freight 
Surely an honeat. candid and consistent 
effort should be made to maintain a busl- 
nes© which give* employment directly 
and Indirectly to ten* or thousand* of 
people who. should this Industry censc or 
be severely crippled, must seek work In 
other departments of labor, many of 
which arc overcrowded to-day. Through 
th©lr consumption, th©*© various bever¬ 
ages pay enormous sums Into th- treas¬ 
uries of our cities, counties, States and 
nation. 

In tho social world there need b© no 
controversy between this vast industry 
and the social well-being of our people. 

If the retail branch of the business Is on 
the on© hand properly conducted and 
Just and reasonable law** for its regula¬ 
tion nr© fairly observed, and If th© citi¬ 
zens on th© other hand Join In nn hon¬ 
est effort to secure this result. There Is. 
of course, nn Irreconcilable conflict be¬ 
tween the liquor trad© nnd prohibition, 
that Is. absolute prohibition, which lie- 
llevcs that under no circumstances should 
a man take n drink There Is no such 
conflict between the trad© nnd temper¬ 
ance Considered from th© economic and 
social side, waiving for th© moment all 
moral questions. Intemperance does not 
increase th© volume nor th© profits of th© 
liquor trade. On the contrary. It dimin¬ 
ishes both th© volume and th© profits. 
Like all luxuries, the liquor trad© thrive* 
be«t In good times and In busy, prosper¬ 
ous communities. Drunkenness, with the 
I os* >d time and wages tt entails. Is .is 
hurtful to the liquor business as to th© 
general body of the public Th© hable* 
and the customs and the well-ord©rdd 
Ilf© which conduce to th© best social de¬ 
velopment. nr© the very conditions that 
furnish the steady and harmless demand 
for the various kind* of drink* The sa¬ 
loon that depends for Us support on the 
drunkard and the loafer usually hns a 
business career as brief as It Is discred¬ 
itable Who. after a moment of reflec¬ 
tion, could believe that the vast sums of 
money Invested In the production of liq¬ 
uors. malt, vinous and spirituous, and th© 
still Inrger sum* paid In the form of ex¬ 
cise and license taxes, could b© raised 
from tramps d©od bents, drunkards nnd 
criminal*. These most unfortunate classes 
exist in every community. Around them 
should be thrown all the safeguards that 
th© Isw can reasonably devise, that char¬ 
ity can contribute, nnd that rn©rcy cun 
demand. In th© reduction of th©*** class*** 
to the smallest possible p***v©ntag©, there 
should bt* concert» m! action between tho#©

When Public Opinion Will Change. 
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“Business.” 

Thursday Evening. June 7.—The Now 
Tork stock market was strong and high¬ 
er. closing irregular at a recession from 
top prices. 

Call loans ranged from to 3H per 
cent., ruling at 3*4 to SVL Time money 
ranged from 4 to 4^. Sterling exchange 
wits strong. 

The Chicago wheat market was strong.

The cotton market showed marked 
steadiness, with the exception of a brief 
period after the opening. Prleea moved 
within uiirrow limits, closing with an up¬ 
ward tendency.

The Packers’ Rehearing. 

The* packers asked for a rehearing 
In the matter of the Neill-Reynolda 
report, and they got It. Then Mr. 
Thomas B. WUaon, as their representa¬ 
tive, denied the existence of conditions 
.such as described In the report, and 
invited thq House Committee on ^grl- 
culture to come and scu far ih*nm*lvea. 
'Meantime, we are told that the pack¬ 
ers in Chicago Invite everybody In the 
United States to come and see how the 
business Is managed. 

It is competent to object that no re¬ 
hearing Is necessary for a denial of the 
Neill- Reynolds report, which was only 
provisional. The denial that anything 
rwas wrong In the packing districts has 
been made from time to time for years, 
at was only when called to plead to 
Indictments that the packers acknowl¬ 
edged that they needed '‘the o im unlty 
bath." Then they appeared and said 
they had already accused themselves, 
contrary to the Constitution of the 
United Slates. It happens that the Con¬ 
stitution does not prohibit anybody 
from making a confession, but only In¬ 
hibits forcing anyone to do so. This 
distinction was. however, not closely 
observed, and the court ruled in sub¬ 
stance that as the packers had in ef¬ 
fect confessed themselves Innocent, the 
Government had no right to prove 
them guilty. At all other times, however. 
they have steadfastly declared that 
conditions In their field of labor were 
Ideal, and that anybody who said oth¬ 
erwise was unworthy"of belief. 

When Messrs. Nelli and Reynolds 
tnade their investigation they failed to 
follow the usual precedents. They dll 
liot notify the packers in advance 
that they were to be investigated, so 
•a to give them time to put their pack¬ 
ing houses in order The packers would 
Cheerfully, according to Immemorial 
precedent, have given the investigators 
& noble banquet, and would have hired 
orators to tell the commissioners. In 
mfter- dinner speeches, that the packer.* 
were the salt of the e£Hh; that they 
were engaged In a labor of love, alike 
determined to pay the growers of stock 
extravagant prices and to sell meats u 
the masses at ridiculously low rates, 
Dial their houses were models of clean¬ 
liness. and the work done there the 
b'.st' that had ever been seen in tho 
bistory of the world. Then, when their 
preparations were all completed, they 
would have hurried the commission 
through tho better parts of their 
houses, sending with them men fully 
•quipped to tell them how perfect were 
all the urrangeinem* and appliances. 
After that there would have been noth- 
ing for the commission to do but to 
write a report such os the packers de¬ 
sired to read and have read by the 
people of the country. 

This is tho way that official Investi¬ 
gations aro generally made, and It is 
the way they have been made for many 
yearn past*. The idea of accepting pro¬ 
fuse hospitality from men whom you 
|gre going to investigate originated, of 
course, with the men to be Investigated, 
but It ha* bee 11 so generally agreed to 
by the Investigators that they have 
come to look on it as their right. Such 
Investigation* usually result In the 
finding of everything altogether lovely. 


*o that tho profuse hospitality accord¬ 
ed I* regurded a* their chief feature. 
Messrs. Nelli and Reynolds aro accused 
of disregarding * these old precedent*. 
They preferred to g«» when the puck¬ 
ers had none of their Sunday clothes 
on. because they were not expecting 
company. It is even said that tht-y 
went In the disguise of gp-ngers. and 
stood some chance of seeing things u* 
they actually wore. They saw the 
packers in their every-day work, with 
their lumpy-jawed cattle In full exhibi¬ 
tion, with their decayed meat subject¬ 
ed to treatment to destroy the offensive 
smell, with a variety of things in evi¬ 
dence which they did not desire to 
have advertised, oven If it were don© 
without any direct charge. For they 
could not conceal from themselves that 
even a free advertisement might cost 
them a good deal. In Kansas City 
they are saying that tnls free/ adver¬ 
tisement ho* cost them not less than 
ten million dollars, and that In the 
whole country It will not coat less than 
$120,000,000. The prejudice against 
American meals thereby created will 
require a long time for removal In 
England, and still longer on the conti¬ 
nent. But if tho investigators huve told 
the truth, the packers are chiefly to 
blame for this, and should not try to 
lay the responsibility on others. 

The invitation to Inspect the packing 
house* after they have been swept and 
garnished Is not exactly a complete 
answer to Neill and Reynolds. They 
saw them, a* they say. In their every¬ 
day clothes. What they saw cannot bo 
annihilated by giving a *ubsequent ex¬ 
hibition with the offensive features 
eliminated. The real question, there¬ 
fore, Is whether Neill and Reynolds 
told the truth. They wero appointed 
to find out the truth, and they took 
steps in tho right direction when they 
sought to find out what was the nor¬ 
mal and dally work at the packing 
houses, when sharp-eyed ’visitors wero 
not known to be present and were not 
expected. It la not clear what tempta¬ 
tion they had to say they saw things 
that were not there. Unless they did, 
however, the proposition to show tho 
house* In & better light comes altogeth¬ 
er too late. They may thereby succeed 
In changing the legislation proposed, 
but they will not rehabilitate them¬ 
selves in tho minds of the American 
people or of those of foreign lands. 


Hurrah For Bryan! 

There Is good reason for the belief 
that, long before the assembling of 
the National Democratic Convention of 
1908, William Jennings Bryan will have 
been put in nomination by States 
enough In their separate and several 
Conventions to leave to tho larger body 
only the business of confirming an al¬ 
ready agreed candidate, tho selecting 
of his yoke-mate and the building of 
n Platform. 

In this there appears a certain In¬ 
stinct of the people which often baf¬ 
fles the best laid plans of the most 
far-seeing statesmen and astute poli¬ 
ticians. • 

That which is about to happen to 
Mr. Bryan happened to Mr. Tllden. 
Rejected by the party leaders In 1880, 
when the issue of the Old Ticket 
would have swept the country, hla 
unanimous acceptance came too late 
In 1884. The Sage of Greystone had 
grown old and Infirm, and could not 
avail himself of the glory that at 
length wo* his. He lived, however, 
long enough to witness the triumph 
of the cause which was dear to his 
heart in the person of a nominee put 
forward by himself and his immediate 
friends. 

Mr. Bryan Is more fortunate than Mr. 
Tllden. He carries no disabilities. He 
has survived the crudities and hysteria 
of the Ill-starred campaign of 1896. 
Though ho went to a dwindling Instead 
of & rising vote in 1900, he held his or¬ 
ganization and following Intact. The 
end of the campaign of 1904 saw him 
the one king-pin erect and standing; 
and since then It must bo conceded 
that ho has carried himself with a pru¬ 
dence and aplomb, intimating to 
thoughtful observers the growing, rath¬ 
er than the waning, man. 

The Nebraskan Is at the height of his 
powers, if the party cannot be uulted 
on him. upon whom else? There is a 
living hope among the Democratic 
rank-and-file that we can carry the 
next election and a latent fear that 
the chunce 6f doing co may b*» blighted 
by possible faclioulsm, muddled by 
misleading influences, perhaps by cor¬ 
rupt and corrupting Influences. These 
Democrats refuse to take two bites 
at a cheery. Mr. Bryan l# as good now 
a* ho will be two years hence. They 
Intend to say so. They do not Intend to 
waiL What he will most need will be 
moral support, and this they mean to 
heap up in sufficient measure and in 
advance. As a consequence each State, 
at least in the West and South, which 
meets In Convention for any purpose 
from now onward will follow the lend 
of Missouri, Arkansas and Indiana, 
naming him as the standard-bearer for 
1908. 

So much for the mure or !e*s super¬ 
ficial und party aspects of tho case. 
But, behind them and lielow them, 
there Ho, yet half-hidden, forces im¬ 
measurable and momentous. The peo¬ 
ple have lost the coutrol of their CRAr. 
eminent, and they begin to feel it, to 
»ee It. to know It. The Free Silver emo¬ 
tion, for it was little else, was merely 
the manifestation of u distemper of 


whose real nature and extent, in 1896, 
the country was not fully advised. 
Something ailed it. It cried aloud, and. 
in answer to Its cry. various doctors ap¬ 
peared; many of them empiricists, most 
of them strangers, hut all of them urg¬ 
ing a nostrum which, us everybody 
ought now to realize, was not a remedy 
al all. 

If Mr. Bryan had been elected in 
1396 and the Free Silver cure-all could 
have been tried It would have brought 
no relief. On the contrary. It Would 
have resulted In overwhelming disap¬ 
pointment and reaction. Just a* the 
trend of modern thought had set 
against slavery the middle of ihe 
last century had tho same trend 
set against tho double standard 
at the close of it. Slavery had 
become Impossible and It went Its 
way. Free Silver was equally ini pos¬ 
sible. and it has gone Its way. Its 
disappearance makes Democracy whole 
again. It brings DorjpoeraU together 
once more precisely as after the War of 
Sections they came together, all fac¬ 
tions and factional Issues removed, 
the bond of agreement yet vital and 
eternal; the pact of the masses against 
tho chesses; tho Militia against the 
Regulars; the Government of the peo¬ 
ple, for the people ana by the people, 
seeking the greatest good to the great¬ 
est number, against the organized 
power of dishonest money-getting 
tlirough favoritism and privilege, the 
Government of the Syndicates, by the 
Syndicates and for the Syndicates. 

This latter we now surely know 
rules In the two Houses of Congress 
at Washington, If not In the Whito 
House, where a yet problematic char¬ 
acter is playing queer politics and 
pursuing devious ways, to what final¬ 
ity no man can plainly eay or see, but, 
as Democrats everywhere feel and be¬ 
lieve, boding no good to any real or 
lasting reform. * 

The Republican party Is a mammoth 
Trust. It Is the greatest of alt the 
Syndicates. It could not. If It would 
mend any of the abuses which have 
grown up under Its ministration and 
which appear In every department of 
tho political, commercial and economic 
arena. It Is responsible for the con¬ 
version of the public highways to pri¬ 
vate uses; for the diversion of the tax*?* 
from purposes of revenuo to purpose* 
of emolument; for the consolidation of 
oil official power to a few bonds at^ 
Washington, the concentration of all 
financial power to a few nands in a few 
money-centers; for tho elimination of 
the spirit and sense of accountability 
from the party fabric; for the corrup¬ 
tion of the very sources of the political 
fabric in tho Legislatures and the Elec¬ 
torate from one end or the land to the 
other. x 

This is not an over-statement. It 
It not & prejudiced statement. It is 
fully substantiated by tho revelations 
of the year gone by; the revelations 
Incident to tljo Insurance Inquiry, the 
revelations incident to the proceedings 
of Congress, the revelations Incident 
to the exposure of the Corporations, 
beginning with Standard Oil and end¬ 
ing with the Pennsylvania Railway. 

There Is a moral awakening. There 
are a popular revulsion and uprising. 
There must be a thorough overhauling 
of the System, a complete change of 
parties In the Government, and no 
matter how attractive the President 
may appear In tho character of a Re¬ 
former, or how successfully he may 
shape the elements so os to force his 
party to accept him, or defeat. In 19J8, 
there Is a prevalent belief—which may 
prove irresistible—that Mr. Bryan ho* 
served his probation and earned his re¬ 
ward; that In his person stands an ac¬ 
tual and visible victim of all that Is 
wanton and criminal in our politics; 
that with increasing years, and study 
and travel, has come Increasing wis¬ 
dom; that, in short, he can be trusted 
to take the helm and toi steer us away 
from tho breakers of gang-and-graft 
politics, having its headquarters in the 
Republican Steering Committee of the 
Senate and In the Republican Speak¬ 
er, and bis Rule* Committee of the 
House. 

Such 1b the meaning and portent of 
the Bryan boom and movement, w hich, 
upon the "Return of the Native," will 
at once receive an Impetus and acceler¬ 
ation great enough to allay all doubt 
of Us spontaneous and popular char¬ 
acter.

"If the Oovorntix nt, looking for one 
dollar to meet Its own needs, cun use Its 
power to reward It* favorites with three 
dollars, why shoulu a railway, a public 
service company, or a great combination, 
neglect its chances in It* own special 
!U»ld? If tho law enables these to put 
their hands into the pockets or the 
pin***'* of the people for their own bene¬ 
fit why should their favorite or rrapon- 
*Ible official* refuse to take advantage of 
what are to them heaven-born privileges? 
So tho vicious circle will continue to 
wld*n until the cause is removed. When 
this 1* dono our people may take up all 
related and contingent abuse-* with some 
prospect of removing them."

The Moral Awakening. 

In his speech delivered at the testi¬ 
monial dinner to Justice Brown, Jus¬ 
tice Harlan emphasized what Is a self- 
evident truth. The American people 
are, indeed, more earnest than ever 
before In their abhorrence of wrong 
and bad practices, whether In public 
or private life, among whatever classes. 

The wrong-doers pushed their meth¬ 
ods too far. Instead of being content 
with an Inch, they have taken an ell. 
The people might not have complained 
of the Inch; they do object vigorously 
to tho ell. And so the reaction has 
come. The entire population, as Jus¬ 
tice Harlan puts It. Is In motion, with 
the relentless purpose to uncover the 
vicious. Immoral acts of those who 
have defied the law or whose aim In 
life seems to have been to accomplish 
selfish objects, without regard to the 
men ns employed to that end. 

Justice Harlan aptly emphasized one 
of the causes of the present disturbed 
condition of the popular mind as being 

the reckless disregard" of law mani¬ 
fested In many parts of the country, 
and the failure of the courts and Juries 
to visit condign punishment upon the 
offenders. To neglect to enforce one 
law Is to invite offenders to break 
others, and to break them early and 
often. "Liberality" or Indifference on 
the part of the courts soon begets li¬ 
cense. And soon the scorn of law and 
of courts by those subject to their 
limitations becomes flagrant and 
habitual. Had the law been enforced 
the country over as it should have 
been, had the courts been as strict In 
all sections as they should have been, 
conditions could uever have reached 
the stage they have reached. If the 
courts were determined and immov¬ 
able In their adherence to absolute jus¬ 
tice and right, the corruption of elec¬ 
tions could never have become so mal¬ 
odorous and outrageous a scandal as, 
unfortunately. It ha* grown into In far 
too many States and cities; corpora¬ 
tions. firms and Individuals would not 
have resorted to notorious Illegal tricks 
to cheat the public and pile up wealth. 

When the la*# are conscientiously 
enforced, the revolution In political 
and commercial morality will come. 
*£he recent— the present—agitation Is 
going to help the law. Officer* and 
courts are going to read the mandute 
that they must do their duty. The re¬ 
sult Is bound to be beneficial. How 
long the better standards will prevail Is 
another question. Whether they bo 
permanent or transitory, however, that 
they are now gaining ground la certain. 

The Washington Post, quoting some 
remarks of the Courier-Journal regard¬ 
ing the extent of the new Industry 
opened up by the free alcohol bill, 
says; "But one can't help Inquiring 
why this epoch-marking achievement, 
so long within easy reach, ha* been 
delayed so many years?" Our Washing¬ 
ton contemporary nods. The achieve¬ 
ment ha# not been within easy reach, 
or within reach at all, simply because 
it was prohibited by the high tax on 
alcohol. It Is not po*»ible for any 
article that 1* taxed dollars to compete 
In the market with similar articles that 
sell for cents.

His 
arm was sprained and he was badly 
bruls-si. A stream of boiling water 
thrown by a switch engtno struck F<>rd 
Wright, severely scalding his face and 
hands. Assistant Fire Chief E. H. 
Fears w;u* painfully burned about the 
face and shoulders. John Johnson, col¬ 
ored, who was lighting the fire, inhaled 
nanus, and probably was fatally In¬ 
jured.

Stephen Collins Foster's llute Is the 
latest valuable relic to be secured for 
exhibition during Home-coming Week. 
The Instrument was rhe pivperiy of 
William Hamilton superintendent of the 
Bureau of Parka of Allegheny, Pa The 
flute is expected to arrive by express 
this morning. Mr. Hamilton will him¬ 
self leave Pittsburg for Louisville next 
Tuesday, arriving here Wednesday 
morning. He will be accompanied by 
Prof. John R. Brashear. a well known 
astronomer and astronomical Instru¬ 
ment manufacturer. Prof. Brashear Is 
a descendant of Kentucky and his 
uncle.

He was the first 
American to successfully perform xhe 
operation of the amputation of the 
hip Joint.

The Kennedy factory was part of a 
large three-stdry warehouse built of 
frame and corrugated Iron, belonging to 
Mrs Harry L. Minty. It contained 1*7 
hogsheads of tobacco belonging to 
members of tho Dark Tobacco D strict 
Planters' Protective Association, which 
had been stored there by the Abernathy 
Company, and from 260,000 to 3C0.OOO 
pounds of loose tobacco belonging to W. 
B. Kennedy, which was being stripped 
and prized by Elgin & Anderson for ex¬ 
port trade. None of this loose tobacco 
was saved, and only twenty-seven of 
the hogsheads were saved, leaving a 
tiet loss of 100 hogsheads, besides the 
strips. The loss in tobacco alone will 
amount to $’»O.OCO. The warehouse was 
valued at IIO.OCO. Twenty-flve barrels 
of coal oil belonging to W. T. Cooper 
& Co. was stored In th© building, and

original Jurisdiction except in a limited 
form in bu»d cua* * under the first con¬ 
stitution. Under the succeeding const! 
tutlons its JurbHlIctkxt Is appellate 
only. I take It, therefore, lhat the peti¬ 
tioner will not contend that the present 
flloceedlng has any relation to the ap¬ 
pellate Jurisdiction of this court. It 
must be claimed. If at all. under the 
second clause of section 110 of the 
constitution, which reads: **Said court 
shall have power to Issue such writs as 
nray be necessary to give It a general 
control of Inferior jurisdictions.** 

“It may be said, as was said In the 
cormtltuttonal debates upon this sec¬ 
tion. that the purple of this provision 
was merely to remove any doubt as to 
the jurisdiction of the court to Issue 
original writs In aid of Its appellate 
jurisdiction. We mny advance the ar¬ 
gument, however, and concede that the 
purpose and effect of the clause was to 
give this cohrt a power which It would 
not havo without this grant. What, 
then, aro the scojh* and effect of this 
giant of power? While it may be In¬ 
dependent of Its appellate jurisdiction, 
yet it is clear that it dt»es not con¬ 
fer an original Jurisdiction of parties 
or camm. The negation of the Section 
precludes this presumption. It will be 
seen that the power to Issue w rits does 
not run to parties nor to casco?, hut 
to courts, for the purf**»e of controll¬ 
ing the Held and scope of their Judicial 
power, or. In other words, their Ju¬ 
risdiction The utmost that can he 
claimed under this grant Is a power 
in this court to confine Inferior courts 
within tholr Jurisdiction, or to compel 
them to proceed when they have Ju¬ 
risdiction. 

♦ • • 

Mandamus Only Correlative. 

The writ of mandamus, so far as It 
applies to Judicial officers. Is the cor¬ 
relative or complement of tho writ of 
prohibition. The one compels Action 
within judicial power; the other pre¬ 
vents usurpation of judicial power; but 
neither writ has ever been used fur¬ 
ther than the one to compel the Ju¬ 
dicial officer to proceed, and the other 
to prevent his proceeding In the case 
at bar, the respondent assumed Juris¬ 
diction and exercised It, and acting 
within his Jurisdiction, rendered a 
Judgment which this proceeding at¬ 
tempts to set aside, and by virtue of 
the writ, to compel him to proceed 
anew*. The Police Court, over which 
he presided. Is a constitutional court, 
organized under Section 143 of the Con¬ 
stitution. and Section 2,911 of the Ken¬ 
tucky Statutes, which makes It a court 
of record. The jurisdiction which It 
hod Is defined by the Constitution. The 
law under which these prosecutions 
were Instituted In his court merely de¬ 
fines the crime and fixes the penalty. It 
doe* not purport to grant Jurisdiction. 
When the respondent therefore held the 
Section 1,303 of the Statutes to be In 
valid, ho waa merely deciding on the 
rights of the Individuals, who were pro¬ 
ceeded against within his Jurisdiction. 
It l* for this purpose that courts are 
constituted. The constitutionality of 
the Statute w'ss a mere qu©Ktlon of 
law to be decided by him according to 
his best lights, and not differing from 
uny other question of law that might 
arise In the progress of the trial. It 
will be seen that he did not decline Ju¬ 
risdiction. nor refuse to decide upon the 
cases because he had not Jurisdiction. 
On the contrary, he assumed Jurisdic¬ 
tion. and acting within It rendered an 
opinion on th© constitutionality of the 
Statute and entered a final judgment 
according to his judicial discretion. 
That in doing so he wa* acting within 
lnf©rtor jurisdiction does not change his 
legal status with reference to the mat¬ 
ters decided. 

* • • 

Claims No Precedent. 

"I believe the petitioner will not be 
able to cite n single case where, under 
a constitutional provision similar to 
that of Section 110. no Inferior court 
has been controlled by a superior 
court further than to he compelled to 
proceed or to be prohibited from pro¬ 
ceeding. accordingly as he wras declin¬ 
ing or usurping Jurisdiction. It is the 
right of jurisdiction, and not the ques¬ 
tion of the constitutionality of sn act 
that give* this court control over In¬ 
ferior tribunals. The very expression 
of the Constitution Is that this court's 
control shall not be a particular con¬ 
trol of cases, but a general control of 
jurisdictions. The contention of the pe¬ 
titioner would give to this court Juris¬ 
diction of appeal In ail esses und Im¬ 
mediately from all Inferior courts by 
virtue of the w*r1t of mandamus, and 
this not only from Anal Judgm©nts but 
from Interlocutory orders, and thus. I 
daresay, every pending suit would be 
removed immediately to FVunkfort. 

“Again, it will be seen that this suit 
Is maintained in relation of Foul C. 
Barth by virtue of that provision of 
the statute, which requires him to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed. 
Section 2885 of the same statute Im¬ 
poses a similar 'duty upon every po¬ 
liceman of the city of Louisville. The 
Paine duty rests, by virtue of the law, 
upon every conservator of the peace, 
yet we submit that It wmuld be Intol¬ 
erable that every person cnU |j cham¬ 
pion a public right of this nature. I 
think that only the prosecuting offi¬ 
cers of the Commonwealth, the Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney, or the Attorney 
General, who are charged In their of¬ 
fice with prosecuting the State's rights 
In the courts* or some person partic¬ 
ularly nffected, may maintain an ac¬ 
tion of this kind." 

• • • 

Judge Humphrey Argues. 

In response to Mr. Baird, Judge 
Humphrey began by stating that he 
was not here asking the Court of Ap¬ 
peals to uke action under the civil 
code of jrractlce, as In tbe case of a 
Circuit Court granting a writ, but that 
It acts under the broad provisions of 
Section 110 of the Kentucky Consti¬ 
tution, which he thought fitted the case 
exactly, and under numerous decisions 
of the court Itself in construing that 
section nnd in (visaing upon similar 
questions to the one at bar. He main¬ 
tained that where the statutes defines 
the crime and confer* the Jurisdiction 
a writ will lie compelling the inferior 
court to take Jurisdiction, 

"This court may Interfere if the 
remedy by apiteal Is not entirely ade¬ 
quate,'’ declared Judge Humphrey at 
one (xdnt. “Under Section 363 of the 
Criminal Code the Commonwealth can 
hive no appeal from Judgments of po¬ 
lice Courts, except where specifically 
provided by statute. There Is no such 
sturrte. There Is no appeal from th© 
Circuit Court where the fine itnpos©d 
or could have been Imposed, exceeds 
fifty dollars. wh1©h Is not the case At 
Imr. We iu*k©d the judge to sit as an 
examining Judge so that the proceed¬ 
ing could go farther, but he declined 
and sat as a trial Judge and entered 
a final judgment."

Why Decision Was Given. 


At another point Judge Humphrey 
said: “We nr© not here asking, as 
learned counsel on the other side 
would have y^»u believe, to have you 
adjudge the guilt or Innocence of any¬ 
one. We Just want you to say to the 
Judge of the Police Courk of Louisville 
whether or not the statute In question 
Is a valid statute. 1 will say very 
frankly that I think his Judgment In 
the cases at bar wmm governed by the 
fact that there was no appeal from 
that Judgment.** 

In cimtlnulng his argument, Judg© 
Humphrey cited the court to Its ruling* 
In the case* of Pennington against 
tVoolfolk, 79 Kentucky, and Hindman 
against Toney. 97 Kentucky. 415 In 
th© last named cti*e the court said: 

“Section 110, of th© Constitution, pro. 
vide* that th© Court of Appeal* shall 
writs a* may 
b© necessary to give it control of In¬ 
ferior Jurisdictions." Also the case of 
Weaver against Toney, 107 Kentucky,

In the lat 
ter race he grew over anxious at the 
post and was set down by the starter for 
three days. 

Mlldrene, a long shot in the betting, 
won the fifth race for two-year-old miles, 
the chief attraction. Miss Lida, another 
outsider, came with a rush at the end 
and took the place from Levla. the fa 
vorlte. Harding was the only winning fa¬ 
vorite. 

Xeodesha was the supposed real good 
thing In the day’s opener. In which the 
baker’s dozen faced the starter, but I.ady 
Carol, which has been long overddc, was 
the real lam to deliver the goods. Obert,

"At the time the farm was purchased 
the cabin in which Lincoln was born 
I >ng since been purchased and re¬ 
moved. first, for exhibition at the 
Pan-American Exposition in Buffalo, 
and later at the World’s Fair In Bt. 
Louis. The cabin was also repurchased 
and turned over to the Lincoln Farm 
Association for replacement on Its 
original site on the old fArm. Since its 
last exhibition at St. l/ouls this cabin 
hns been stored in New York CUy, 
and while the programme for Home 
coming Week whs being formulated. It 
was suggested by Mr. A. T. Macdonald, 
of the Louisville Herald, that it would 
be an appropriate and patriotic move¬ 
ment to endeavor to secure the cabin 
for exhibition at that time, and give 
to it* return to Kentucky a peculiar 
significance at this time. Being In New 
York when the question was raised. I 
was gsked to see If the cabin could be 
secured, and smx'eeded In obtaining It 
for this purpose. It is to be exhibited 
In Louisville for the entire week, from 
June 12 to 17 Inclusive, being erected 
in Central Park, where on the after¬ 
noon of Saturday.

Their plans 
along this line are very extensive In 
character, and when carried to com¬ 
pletion will make the Lincoln home a 
national park of a patriotic character 
similar to and almost equal In Inter¬ 
est with Mt. Vernon, the home of 
Washington. This movement should 
appeal to the pride and Interest of all 
Kentuckian*, us Lincoln's place In his 
tory is undoubtedly rhe first of all 
those born on Kentucky soil, and he 
has already taken rank In history with 
the greatest men who ever lived.
